rit, w hich has arifen in our country 
agami! the menaces and aggreflion 
of a foreign nation. 
A manly fenfe 
of national honor, dignity and in­ 
dependence ha: appeared, which if 
encouraged and invigorated by eve­ 
ry branch of the government, will 
enable us to view undismayed, the 
enterprize? of any foreign power, 
and become the lure foundation of 
national profperity and glory. 
Tile courie of the traniadions in 
relation to the United States and 
France, which have come to my 
knowledge during your reeds, will 
be the fubjed oi a tuture communi- 
tion. 
That communication will 
confirm the ultimate failure of the 
meafures, which have been taken 
by the government of the United 
3taies towards ail amicable adjull- 
ment of differences with that pow er 
— You will al the fame time per­ 
ceive, that the French government 
appears felicitous to imprefs the 
opinion, that it is avcrfe to a rup­ 
ture with this country, and that it 
has in a qualified manner, declared 
itfelf willing to receive a M in ie r 
from the United States, for the pur- 
pofe of refiring a good underfund­ 
ing. 
It is fortunate for profe{lions 
of this kind, that they ihould be 
expreffed in terms which may coun­ 
tenance the inadmiffible pretenfi- 
ons of a right to prefcribe the qua­ 
lifications which a Minkler from 
the United States (hould poflfcfs,and 
that while France is afferting the 
exigence of a difpofition on her 
part to conciliate with fmcerity the 
differences which have arifen, the 
fmcerity of a like difpofition on the 
part of the United States, of which 
fo many demonftrative proofs have 
been given, fliould even be indi- 
redly queftioned. 
It is allo wor­ 
thy of obiervation, that the decree 
of the Diredory, alledged to be in­ 
tended to redrawn the depredations 
of French confers on our commerce 
hau not given and cannot give any 
relief; it enjoins them to conform 
to all the laws of France relative to 
cruizingandprizes; vvhilethefe laws 
arc, themselves, the fources of the 
depredations of which we have fo 
long, fo juftly, and fo fruitlefsfly 
complained. 
The law of France enaded in 
January lad, which fubjeds to cap­ 
ture and condemnation neutral vef- 
fels and their cargoes, if any por­ 
tion of the latter are of Britifh fa­ 
bric or produce, although the en­ 
tire property belong to neutrals, in- 
ftead of being refunded, has lately 
received a confirmation, by die fai­ 
lure of a proportion for its repeal. 
While this law, w hich is an unequi­ 
vocal ad of war on the commerce 
of the nations it attacks, continues 
in force, thofe nations can fee in 
the French Government only a 
power regardlefs of their efiential 
rights, of their independence and 
fovereignty i*hnd if they poltefs the 
means, they can reconcile nothing 
with their intereil and honor but a 
firm refinance. 
Hitherto, therefore, nothing is 
difcoverable in the 
coudud of 
France, which ought to change or 
relax our meafurcs of defence ; on 
the contrary, to extend and invigo­ 
rate them, is our true policy. 
We 
have no reafons to regret that there 
meafurcs have been thus far adopt­ 
ed and purfued , and, in propor­ 


tion as we enlarge our new et tfcfe 
portetcous and incalculable Atua- 
tion of Europe, we (hall difcover 
new and cogent motives for the full 
developement of our energies and 
re iou roes. 
I>ut iii dcmonftrating by ourcon- 
dudt, that we do not fear war, in 
the necefiary p r o te a n of our 
rights and honour, we (hall give no 
room to infer that we abandon the 
dfcfire oi Peace. 
An efficient pre. 
paration for war can alone eniure 
peace. 
It is peace that we have 
uniformly and perfevcringly cult!- 
vated, and harmony between us 
and trance may be reflored at her 
option. 
Put to fend another mi- 
inker, without more determinate 
a urances that he would be receiv- 
cd, would be an aft ofhumiliation to 
winch the United States ought not 
to fubmit. It mull therefore be left 
with I- ranee, if fhe is indeeddefirous 
accommodation, to take the re- 
quifite Reps. 
The United State. 
will Headily obferve the maxim* 
by which they have hitherto been 
governed. 
They will relpeft the 
fred rights of embafTy. 
And 
w ithafincere difpofition on the 
part of I ranee to defift from hofli- 
nty, to make reparation for the in- 
juries heretofore inflicted on our 
commerce, and to do juftice in fu­ 
ture, there wiH be no obftacle to 
the reiteration 0f a friendly inter, 
cou rte. 
In making to you this de- 
clamation, I give a pledge to France 
and to the world, th at. the Execu. 
tive authority of this country dill 
adheres to the humane and pacific 
policy,which has invariably govern- 
«d its proceedings, in conformity 
with the w'ifhcs of the other branch- 
es of the Government and of the 
people of the United States. 
But 
co n fid er^ the late manifeftation. 
oi her policy towards foreign na. 
dons. 
I deem it a duty deliberate, 
ly and folemnly to declare my 
opinion, that whether we negociate 
with her or not, vigorous prepara- 
doris lur war will be alike indif. 
penfable. 
Thefe alone will give 
to us, an equal treaty and infure it* 
obfervance. 
Among the meafures of prepara- 
tion, which appear expedient, I take 
the liberty to recall your attention 
to the Is aval eflablifhment. 
The 
beneficial effeds of a fmall naval 
armament provided tinder the ad* 
oi the I aff leffion, are known and 
acknowledged— Perhaps no coun- 
try ever experienced more fudden 
and remarkable advantages from 
any meafure of policy, than we 
have derived from the arming for 
our maritime protection and de­ 
fence. 
We ought, without lofs of 
time, to lay the foundation for an 
( iKrca.e ct our navy to a fize diffi­ 
dent to guard our coaft and proted 
our trade. 
Such a naval force, at 
it is doubtlafs in the power of the 
United States to create and main- 
tain, would alfo afford to them the 
heft means of general defence, by 
facilitating the fafe tranfportation 
of ti oops aud l ores to every part of 
our ex.ercve coal!. 
Po accom- 
plifh this important objed, a pru­ 
dent forefight requires that fyflem- 
atical meafures be adopted for pro­ 
curing at all times, the requifite 
umber and other fupplies. la what! 
manner this lh all be done I icavcto 
your confideration.
